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This is in response to the communication filed 09 Nov. 1994. 
The claims are 1-44. 

In response to the restriction/election requirement applicants elected the 
species recited on page 13, lines 28-31, p[3,5,5,8,8-pentamethyl-l,2,3,4- 
tetrahydro-2-naphthyl-(2 methano)]-benzoic acid. Claims 1-7 and 14-44 read 
on the elected species. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

The claims are overly broad, indefinite, and over more territory than 
the specification could possibly support. The term "a ligand" without 
specifically defining the ligand is overly broad. 

Claims 1-3 are provisionally rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 101 as 
claiming the same invention as that of claims 1-4 of copending application 
Serial No. 141,914 or 141,246. This is a provisional double patenting 
rejection since the conflicting claims have not in fact been patented. 
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Claims 14-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, fourth paragraph, as 
being of improper dependent form for failing to further limit the subject 
matter of a previous claim. Tfhere is no recitation of pharmaceutical 
composition or method of use in the independent claims. 

Claims 33, 34, 35, 36, 37, 38-44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, 
second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 
The claims as they now stand are unspecific and embrace a wider spectrum of 
compounds than the specification could possibly support. The claims should 
be limited to what is actually supported by the specification.
